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INTRODUCTION TO THE SERIES 


RATIONALE 


Spelling is an indispensable tool for satisfactory expression in writ- 
ing. It is an important element of the entire school program. 

Much spelling is learned incidentally, acquired in passing as new 
words are read and written. As well as providing opportunities for 
reading and writing, however, research indicates both the need for 
and value of direct instruction in spelling. Although there is formal 
instruction in spelling in most Canadian elementary schools, class- 
room observations and discussions with teachers have revealed con- 
siderable dissatisfaction with the low correlation between good spell- 
ing during formal spelling lessons and good spelling in other written 
work. 

The Macmillan Spelling Series has been developed to provide a 
better tool for pupils and teachers in the learning and teaching of 
spelling as an integral part of the language arts program. The series 
is based on extensive research findings; it is Canadian throughout; 
and it is based on the premise that successful teaching of spelling 
cannot be merely a mechanical and routine matter. 

No textbook can be an adequate substitute for a capable and 
imaginative teacher; the teacher is the key person in the classroom. 
Hence this series includes a teacher’s handbook for each of the pupils’ 
texts. A foreword in each handbook relates the underlying principles 
of the series to the individual text. In addition, each handbook pro- 
vides useful background material and specific suggestions for the 
busy teacher, unit by unit, so that spelling may be more effectively 
taught, and as a result better learned. 


POINT OF VIEW 


The primary aim of the spelling program is to bring all pupils to the 
point where they spell correctly the words they write. This means:

1. Teaching pupils automatic mastery of the words that they need to 
use in writing. 

2. Developing ability to spell correctly in all written work in and out 
of school, not just words in lists in spelling periods. 

3. Helping children acquire an efficient method of studying and 
mastering the spelling of words. 

4. Developing self-dependence in spelling: the ability to locate cor- 
rect spellings and to check the accuracy of spelling. 

5. Developing a pride and interest in correct spelling. 

There is a great deal of evidence that word-study skills in phonic 
and structural analysis are useful tools for spelling, as are a number 
of other aspects of the broad language arts program, such as im- 
provement in pronunciation of words, correct grammatical usage, 
enrichment of vocabulary, and the development of an interest in 
words and their derivation. Spelling should therefore not be treated 
as an isolated study, but as a means of expression, an essential 
element of communication. 

This is the point of view of The Macmillan Spelling Series, which 
places considerable emphasis on phonic and structural analysis. From 
the particular standpoint of spelling, however, these are only means, 
and analysis is just a first step. Correct spelling involves, above all, 
skills in word-building, which is really analysis in reverse. In the 
reading portion of a language arts program phonic and structural 
analysis helps a pupil to make sense of a word that has not been seen 
before; in spelling a knowledge of phonics (sounds expressed in letter 
combinations) and of structure (meaningful elements from words 
already known) can often help a pupil to select the correct spelling of 
a word, to build the word in writing. Accordingly, skills and practice 
in word-building receive considerable emphasis throughout this se- 
ries. 


WORDS USED IN THE SERIES 


The basic spelling vocabulary for the series consists of 2608 words. 

Why not more? There are two compelling reasons: 

1. Extensive research indicates that approximately 2500 words con- 
stitute about 95% of children’s writing vocabulary. These words, 
therefore, are given primary attention. Complete mastery of 
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these, together with an efficient method for independent learning 
of whatever other words a pupil may wish to use, should lead to a 
high level of spelling ability. 

2. The books are so designed that word-building activities, begin- 
ning with words from the basic list, lead to the learning of a great 
many more words. In addition, emphasis is placed on the building 
of supplementary lists of words that a particular class or indi- 
vidual may wish to use. 

The basic list is enlarged for capable pupils by the inclusion in the 
series of 326 Extra Words. These are not “hard” words; they are 
simply words that are used somewhat less often than those in the 
basic list. 

Both the basic vocabulary of 2608 words in The Macmillan Spelling 
Series and the 326 Extra Words are listed at the back of each 
handbook. 


Placement of Words 

The basic criterion for the placement of words ina particular text has 
been the frequency of their use by children in writing at that level 
(roughly equivalent to grade level). The introduction of specific 
words for spelling at the point where large numbers of children wish 
to use them is consistent with the goal of developing pupils’ ability to 
spell correctly in a// written expression. The assigning of spelling 
words that pupils already feel a need to use in writing also provides 
motivation, a prerequisite of learning. 


A Canadian Word List 

Although the word list is based on the major studies of pupil 
spelling vocabulary, * special attention has been given to the inclusion 
of Canadian words. This has been done by classroom observation, by 
examination of Canadian literature for children, and, mainly, by 
direct request for opinions to a sampling of interested educators 
across Canada. Arctic, beaver, and parka are examples of Canadian 
words that have been included. 

As well, the Revised Edition of the series contains a number of 
words that have come into common use since the series was first 
published; highrise and metric terms are examples of words that 
have been added or have replaced dated words in the original list.

ORGANE ATION OF THE SERIES 


Each book is divided into thirty-three units plus seven review lessons 
(every sixth unit plus the last unit is a review). Every effort has been 
made to provide variety in unit format and content, in order to 
maintain pupil and teacher interest from unit to unit and year to year. 
The units are designed to encourage pupils to use new words in 
contexts of their own composition, but occasionally the words are 
introduced in a story context. 


The Most Commonly Misspelled Words 

Three hundred and thirty-one words, within the basic list, have been 

identified from a variety of studies as offering particular difficulty to 

many pupils. Special attention is given to the teaching and re- 
teaching of these words, as follows: 

1. Each of the 331 words is introduced, as if it were a new word, at 
least twice in the series; almost half are listed three times, and 
approximately fifty “demons” are listed four times or more. 

2. Inthe pupils’ texts a list of all such words introduced in the series 
to date appears at the back of each book. 
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3. In the teacher’s handbooks the teaching suggestions for each unit 
list any of these 331 words that are included in the unit, with a note 
as to whether the word is appearing for the first time or is being 
re-taught. 


How To Study a Word 
A page at the front of each pupils’ text outlines the five steps in 
learning a new word. The steps are the same in all books, although 
necessarily in simpler form in the lower levels: 
1. Look at the word. 
2. Think about the word. 
3. Write the word. 
4. Check how you spelled it. 
5. Practise spelling the word. 
It is recommended that teachers direct pupils repeatedly to these 
steps, to the point where pupils apply them automatically. 


Lists at the Back of the Pupils’ Texts 

1. Alphabetical listing of new basic and extra words for that book, 
showing the page at which each is introduced. (These are not 
dictionaries—pupils should be encouraged to make regular refer- 
ence to standard dictionaries.) 

2. Cumulative listing of words introduced in the series to date from 
the 331 most commonly misspelled words. 

3. Reference tables of useful words, beginning at Book 3, as follows:

Tables of Word-Study Skills 

The following tables summarize word-study skills as developed in the 
series. The process is a cumulative one, from the beginning of the 
series to the end. All of the skills indicated are important for correct 
spelling, but since all cannot be introduced at once and some become 
increasingly automatic as the pupil progresses, all are not accorded 
equal emphasis in every book. The degree of emphasis on specific 
skills in each book is indicated as follows:

Care has been taken to correlate, wherever possible, the progres- 
sive development of word-study skills in this series with related skills 
being developed concurrently in widely used texts for reading and 
other parts of the language arts program.

PAETHODS AND PROCEDURES 


How can the teacher make the best possible use of The Macmillan 
Spelling Series? Specific teaching suggestions in the handbooks are 
provided for introducing and teaching the words, testing and check- 
ing, re-teaching and re-testing, and review. In addition, a great many 
principles for effective teaching and learning of spelling are built into 
the units themselves — for example, dictionary skills and usage are 
emphasized increasingly from book to book, leading toward indepen- 
dence in spelling. And, finally, the series introduces only those few 
generalizations that are widely applicable (e.g., g is always followed 
by wu); as in phonic and structural analysis generally, the emphasis is 
on noting similarities rather than on rules. 


PROVIDING FOR INDIVIDUAL DIFFERENCES 


Individual pupils vary widely in ability to learn to spell, just as they 
do in other abilities. One-fourth of the pupils in a typical class will 
spell as well as the average child in the grade above, another one- 
fourth only as well as the average for the grade below. Spreads in 
achievement of from five to eight grades in a single classroom are to 
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be expected. Pupils also differ in motivation, intelligence, reading 
ability, handwriting, work habits, and other factors related to 
achievement in spelling. Clearly, then, if spelling instruction is to be 
effective it must take the differing needs of pupils into account.The 
most effective plan for meeting individual differences would appear 
to be some combination of grouping for spelling on the one hand and 
personal help or challenge to individual pupils on the other. The 
following points should be noted: 

@ Flexible grouping of pupils, according to their common needs, for 
teaching and re-teaching is a useful approach to providing for 
individual differences in spelling. 

© Not all pupils should be required to do all the exercises in the 
pupils’ text. 

®@ Not all pupils can or should be expected to master all the words in 
the basic unit lists; poor spellers might concentrate on mastering 
the most commonly misspelled words and the basic literacy vocabu- 
lary at each level. 

© Not all pupils need be at the same point in the text at the same time. 
The Macmillan Spelling Series helps teachers to make use of a 

variety of techniques to meet the needs of pupils of varying levels of 

ability within a class group: 

1. As much as possibie, each of the pupils’ texts has been made 
“self-directive”, in that the individual pupil should be able to use 
the book profitably with a minimum of help from the teacher. It is 
to be hoped, of course, that this will not often be necessary. 

2. Emphasis throughout on word-analysis and word-building, as 
well as on dictionary work of other kinds, is useful for all spellers 
and leads easily to enrichment for good spellers. 

3. For good spellers extra words are included in many units, as well

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as extra exercises.* Because of space limitations the latter are 
included in the teacher’s handbooks rather than in the texts 
(except in the review units). 

4. Extra exercises* are similarly provided for poor spellers in the 
teacher’s handbooks. Suggestions are made periodically as to 
diagnosis and remedial work for specific spelling difficulties. Re- 
peated emphasis is placed upon the 331 most commonly mis- 
spelled words. 

5. For very poor spellers a cumulative list of most commonly used 
words has been developed, showing the book in which each word 
was first introduced. (See A Basic Spelling Literacy Vocabulary 
at the back of each handbook.) This list includes only 442 words of 
all those studied throughout the series, yet these words account 
for up to 70% of children’s writing vocabulary. Virtual mastery of 
this list should be possible for even extremely poor spellers, and 
should allow practically all pupils to arrive at a first level of 
spelling literacy. 

*The extra exercises for both good and poor spellers are also 
available, without answers, as a set of spirit duplicating masters for 
each of the pupils’ texts. This format is intended as a convenience to 
teachers who may not have the time to copy out the exercises from 
the handbooks (where the answers are included). 


TESTS 


A pre-test is included in each handbook except the one for Book 2, for 
possible use as the work of each book is begun. These tests are 
designed to help in the preliminary grouping of pupils for spelling 
instruction. A post-test, which may be administered at the end of the 
year’s program, provides for the measuring of achievement. 

Other tests included or suggested in the handbooks are evaluative 
devices for diagnostic purposes, to indicate something of the type and 
amount of work the individual pupil needs to do. When pupils are 
having trouble with spelling it is highly important that diagnostic and 
remedial work be undertaken as soon as possible to avoid the devel- 
opment of negative attitudes toward spelling. Apart from low intelli- 
gence and severe physical handicaps such as deafness or poor visual 
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perception, factors found to be most frequently associated with spell- 
ing difficulties include low reading ability, lack of motivation, defec- 
tive or careless speech, and slow or unintelligible handwriting. A very 
common cause of poor spelling is poor study procedure. A useful first 
step in helping a pupil in difficulty, therefore, often is to ask how he or 
she goes about learning to spell a word.

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FOREWORD TO 
TEACHER’S HANDBOOK 6 


The ability to spell is fundamental to written communication. Just as 
reading is a process of relating meanings to printed symbols in order 
to understand, so writing is a process of putting one’s meaning into 
written symbols in order to express one’s ideas. The encoding of 
written symbols (spelling) is as basic to learning as the decoding of 
words is in reading. Similarly, just as the words in a basal reading list 
do not represent all the words that a child can decode after working 
through the reading material, so the words in a basal speller repre- 
sent only a minimum of words that can be correctly written. The 
exercises in the speller extend children’s abilities to build words 
related to those in the text, thereby increasing both their oral and 
written vocabulary. 

The questions and answers below are those that are frequently 
discussed in regard to spelling. They provide a good overview of the 
Book 6 text. 


WHY TEACH SPELLING? 


The purpose of teaching spelling is to enable children to express 
themselves in writing. Written expression is not only a means of 
communication, but also a common method of clarifying one’s think- 
ing. Furthermore, a study of spelling that focusses on the structure of 
words and on word origins can be a part of the foundation for later, 
more detailed study of the language. Finally, spelling disability is a 
definite handicap when one must communicate in a variety of written 
forms such as reports, business letters, memorandums, and friendly 
letters. 


WHICH WORDS SHOULD BE TAUGHT? 


It follows from the above that children should learn to spell the words 
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that they are most likely to use in their writing. The words in The 
Macmillan Spelling Series have been selected and grouped by levels 
in accordance with research done on the most frequently used words } 
in children’s writing. The Introduction to the Series gives a detailed 
account of how the words were selected. 

At the Book 6 level, the basic word list contains 388 words. In 
addition to these, there are 49 extra words for better spellers. 
Included in the basic list are 24 of the Most Commonly Misspelled 
Words. Each of these is presented at least twice in the text. Finally, 
40 words have been repeated from other levels in the series, and a 
few of the basic list words are repeated. Each unit contains a smaller 
number of words than is found in some other spelling texts, but 
emphasis is placed on finding related words, so that children actually 
learn to spell many words in addition to those in the basic list. The 
smaller number of words also allows more time for discussion of 
exercises and games, and for the creative writing activities that are 
considered to be an essential part of the text. 


WHAT ARE THE MAIN FACTORS IN LEARNING TO 
SPELL? 


Spelling is primarily a visual skill. Careful observation and visual 
discrimination of words and letters enable children to see the 
structure of words and the order in which the letters occur. Auditory 
acuity is also a factor. Children must accurately relate the sounds 
they hear to the letters that represent those sounds. However, differ- 
ences in pronunciation and the variety of ways in which certain 
sounds may be represented necessitate methods of learning in addi- 
tion to auditory discrimination. Spelling is also a kinesthetic skill. 
Children must be able to write the letters that they wish to represent 
and to join letters together in legible script. Therefore, handwriting 
is a factor that must be closely related to spelling instruction. The 
exercises in the pupils’ text are designed to build visual, auditory, and 
kinesthetic skills. | 
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Another major factor in learning to spell is motivation. How well 
children learn to spell often depends on how much they want to learn. 
Games and other devices are motivating and can often arouse the 
interest of reluctant learners, while maintaining the interest of 
others and providing variety for them. In the long run, however, 
children must be aware that the words they are learning are those 
that they need. Children must also be aware of their progress in 
learning to spell. In this way, confidence can be built as well as 
readiness to try words and exercises of increasing difficulty. 

A final factor in learning to spell is a child’s general facility with 
language. Often, this facility is a direct result of the home environ- 
ment. The teacher must recognize this and be prepared to adapt the 
exercises and suggestions in the speller and in the Teacher’s 
Handbook to the needs, experiences, and abilities of the class. 

The article on spelling in the Encyclopedia of Educational 
Research states: “It is very probable that spelling ability is best 
developed and maintained in the long run through stimulation of, and 
careful attention to, the writing that children do.” 

Because of the importance of writing in the spelling program, 
twenty-three creative writing activities have been included in the 
Book 6 text. The activities have been grouped in such a way that they 
may be used in connection with more extensive writing activities in 
other language arts lessons. At the same time, each activity provides 
an opportunity for children to use the words of the particular unit in 
the writing and composing process. The arrangement of the writing 
activities is as follows: 

Group One (Units 1-5) “Loosening-Up” 

The purpose of these activities is to encourage 
children to write. There should be no detailed 
correction of errors at this point. However, the 
teacher should make note of problem areas for 
future remedial teaching. . 

Group Two (Units 7, 8, 9, 10-14, 20, 29) Creative Thinking 
Here, the aim is to look at familiar objects and 
language patterns in unusual ways. The emphasis 
is on divergent thinking. Therefore, the writing 
assignments are short. 
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Group Three (Units 17, 19, 21, 23, 25, 26, 32, 34, 35) 
Varieties of Writing 
These activities give children a chance to try a 
variety of kinds of writing, from the mystery 
story to advertising writing. Persuasive writing, 
exposition, narrative, and fable are some of the 
types suggested. 
Group Four (Units 22, 33) Poetry 
A small number of poetry-writing activities is 
suggested so that children begin to think about 
the different demands that verse-writing makes 
on the writer. 
Brief suggestions for dealing with each of these activities are given 
in the “Answers to Exercises” sections of the Teacher’s Handbook 
for the appropriate units. 


WHICH METHODS OF TEACHING SPELLING ARE 
BEST? 


There has been controversy for over a hundred years about whether 
spelling is best “caught” or “taught”; that is, whether incidental 
teaching is more effective than direct instruction. In the article 
quoted above, Ernest Horn concludes that there is “no field-tested 
substitute for direct instruction on the basic core of high-frequency 
words needed in child and adult writing”. The general methods of 
spelling instruction are the development of a desire for and attention 
to correct spelling in all written work, good study habits, proofread- 
ing skills, and efficient use of the dictionary. 

More particularly, in the Book 6 text the units are organized in 
groups, each of which has a specific focus. Each group of units 
concludes with an extensive review. The units are grouped as 
follows: 

Units 1-6 Sound-to-Letter Correspondence 

In these units the emphasis is on the basic skill of 
choosing the correct letters to represent given 
sounds. 


Unite 7-12 


Units 13-18 


Units 19-24 


Units 25-30 


Units 31-36 


Units 37-40 
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Dictionary Skills and Word Origins 

Here, the activities are aimed at encouraging 
pupils to use the dictionary and at showing how 
many English words are related to each other in 
origin. Both of these general skills are essential 
to the development of independence in vocabu- 
lary extension. 

Structure of Words 

The exercises in these units deal primarily with 
base words, prefixes, and suffixes. This work is 
related to the previous group on origins of words 
and dictionary use. 

Thematic Groupings 

These units are a mid-year review of a variety of 
spelling skills. The basis for grouping is thema- 
tic, since the units deal with the government of 
Canada, and two regions of Canada. The exer- 
cises, however, cover the basic skills described 
above. 

Parts of Speech 

To show the close relationship between spelling 
and grammar, these units treat, in a general 
way, the parts of speech. The formation of plur- 
als and the addition of endings to various parts 
of speech are areas where grammar and spelling 
overlap. The units do not deal with grammar in 
detail, but they may be used as introductions or 
reviews for grammar lessons. 

Sound-to-Letter Correspondence 

These units return to the most basic spelling 
skill, but the activities require pupils to use the 
skills acquired in the preceding groups of units. 
Review 

Although new words are presented in these 
units, the intent of the activities is the review 
and consolidation of independent spelling skills. 
The teacher is encouraged to use these units as 
diagnostic and remedial exercises; they are 
appropriate to the end-of-the-year work. 
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HOW MAY SPELLING TESTS BE USED? 


We have mentioned that two of the main factors in learning to spell 
are the meeting of recognized needs, and an awareness of progress. 
Therefore, a corrected test, because it can show children areas of 
need and also evidence of progress, is one of the most effective 
methods of teaching spelling. In this Teacher’s Handbook, a pre-test 
is given for use before the year’s instruction begins, and a post-test is 
given for a final evaluation. Many teachers find it helpful to pre-test 
every group of words before teaching them. It is suggested that a 
pre-test be used before starting each review unit. 

The test results, while providing motivation for pupils, can give 
diagnostic information to the teacher. On the basis of the test, chil- 
dren can be grouped, and instruction can be directed to areas of 
particular need. 

In using the corrected test as a study guide, children should be 
encouraged to use the steps in How to Study a Word, given on page 5 
of the pupils’ text. Our aim is to develop independence in learning to 
spell, and following these steps provides an effective, individual 
method of doing so. 


HOW MAY A CLASS BE ORGANIZED FOR 
SPELLING INSTRUCTION? 


As suggested above, pre-tests given weekly, or at least every six 
weeks, can provide the basis for grouping. Extra exercises are pro- 
vided in the review units of the text and for all other units in this 
handbook. Children who spell 90% or more of the words correctly 
may be directed to the enrichment activities entitled “For Good 
Spellers”, or to other language arts activities. Such pupils may also 
assist the teacher in working with other groups of children. These 
superior spellers should always write the final test on a group of 
words to ensure mastery. Children who score 65% or 70% or more of 
the words correctly should do the exercises that are appropriate to 
their errors. They should apply the steps for learning to spell a word 
and should also do some creative work with the words. Children who 
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correctly spell less than 65% of the words should receive intensive 
help and should do some or all of the “Extra Help” exercises. The 
words may be grouped by structural features and instruction may be 
given on only a few words at a time. Motivation and progress are 
especially necessary for this group. 

Note: The italicized words in the extra exercises appear in boldface 
type on the duplicating masters, hence the references in this 
handbook to words “in heavy type”. 


HOW MUCH TIME SHOULD BE SPENT ON 
SPELLING? 


To provide the direct instruction necessary, most teachers find 15 
minutes per day to be adequate. Distributed practice is more effec- 
tive than massed, and it is easier to maintain interest over a short 
period than it is over a longer one. Therefore, five 15-minute periods 
are more effective than a smaller number of longer ones. 

Ultimately, the amount of time spent on spelling depends on 
several factors: the number and difficulty of the words; teacher and 
pupil motivation and enthusiasm; the amount of spelling instruction 
given in other areas of the language arts program or in other sub- 
jects; and the efficiency of the methods of teaching and learning that 
are employed. 


HOW SHOULD THE PUPILS’ TEXT BE USED? 


Spelling is an individualized activity. Individual children have spe- 
cific needs that must be met and specific techniques for learning. 
Similarly, individual teachers have specific abilities, interests, and 
approaches that they should apply. The text, then, will be best used as 
a basic aid or tool for teaching and learning. The word lists and 
activities should be adapted to particular classes. 

Several units suggest activities related to handwriting; others are 
based on dictionary use, grammatical concepts, or creative writing. 
Nearly every unit suggests a great deal of discussion of words and 
exercises. All of these suggestions should be used with discretion and 
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with a keen awareness of the personal factors involved in the particu- 
lar learning situation. 


TERMS USED IN THIS BOOK 


Technical terms have been kept toa minumum in the text. Those that 

occur frequently are explained below: 

e root word —base word: The term root word refers to the etymologi- 
cal root or the origin of the word. For example, the root word of 
certainly is the Latin word certus, meaning sure. The term base 
word is used to refer to the basic word in modern English to which 
prefixes, suffixes, and inflections are added. For example, the base 
word of certainly is certain. Base word is sometimes referred to 
simply as base. 

@ Slashes / / are used to represent the sound that a letter makes, as 
opposed to the written symbol. For example, the sound of the letter 
s inthe word sink would be shown as /s/, while the s inmus7c would 
be shown as /z/. Slashes are never used in the text without the word 
“sound”, so they should cause no confusion with the written symbol. 
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PRE-TEST 


Although you will become aware of the differences in spelling ability 
among the children in your class, it is helpful to identify the major 
ability-groups as soon as possible. The following test is made up of a 
random sample of 40 words (roughly every tenth word) from the 
basic list and a sampling of the most commonly misspelled words, for 
a total of 50 items. The results of the pre-test will assist in a prelimi- 
nary grouping of the children into above-average, average, and 
below-average abilities. Rough division points for the groups may be 
90% or higher, 65-90%, and below 65%. You will, no doubt, find it 
necessary to change the original groupings as the children’s 
strengths and weaknesses become more apparent. 

While this test is made up of the traditional form where the word to 
be spelled is stated, used in a sentence context, then dictated again, 
many teachers find it useful to ask other types of questions in 
addition to the spelling of the word. For example, after a word has 
been written, the class may be asked to write the base form of the 
word, or the 7ng form, or the plural, or some other related word. In 
this way, certain spelling skills may be diagnosed in a general way. If 
this second method is used, the results should be scored separately 
from the actual spelling of the word in order to keep the two groups of 
skills distinct.

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POST-TEST 


This test may be given after the class has finished the 40 units of 
work in the speller. The test is made up of a sample of roughly every 
tenth word in the basic list, plus a number of the most commonly 
misspelled words. The results of this test may be compared with 
those of the pre-test given at the beginning of the year in order to 
obtain a rough idea of how well the pupils have progressed. Since 
none of the words of the pre-test are used in this post-test, you may, if 
you wish, give the pre-test again at this time. That would give a 
larger sample of words. The results on the final test may indicate 
certain weaknesses that could still be dealt with before the school 
year ends, or which may be recorded on the pupils’ progress charts. 

As with the pre-test, this test may be supplemented by asking 
pupils to write other words related to those given, or to write variant 
forms such as the ing form, the er or est forms, and so on.

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UNIT 1 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The first six units are intended as introductory to the rest of the text. 
As pupils work through these, you will want to observe them care- 
fully. If you have grouped pupils according to the results of the 
pre-test, these first few units can serve as a check on group 
placement. Also, you will be able to observe the pupils’ work habits as 
they do the various questions. This may show areas of more general 
language or study problems that were not evident on the pre-test. 

Units 1,3, and5 are grouped by theme and the exercises are aimed 
at general spelling skills. Units 2 and 4 deal with basic sound-letter 
correspondences. Unit 6 is a review of both words and skills. 

The interest in the unit theme should be fully exploited when you 
are introducing Unit 1. Many of the boys and girls will be playing ball 
for teams that are engaged in playoffs. The professional leagues are 
finishing their seasons, and the World Series will be played in mid- 
October. There are, then, many opportunities to present the words in 
context. The illustration in the text may be used to stimulate discus- 
sion, or pupils may bring in pictures or other objects related to the 
theme. If you use the text picture, the first question may be useful as 
a lead-in. 

The words practice and practise may suggest a discussion of vari- 
ant spellings of words. Although the text distinguishes between the 
former as a noun, and the latter as a verb, not all dictionaries do so. It 
is not too early to begin to make pupils aware of the spelling vari- 
ations in different dictionaries. Such a discussion should be conducted 
with discretion. If it is confusing or troublesome for some pupils, it 
may be deferred until later in the year. 

Several of the words have different meanings in contexts other 
than baseball. These may be discussed as a means of reviewing the 
words after a few days of study. At this early point in the year, 
encourage pupils to use the steps in learning to spell a word, and to 
begin making a Personal Spelling List. 
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Most commonly misspelled words appearing for the first time: 
league, lose, losing, practice.

UNIT 2 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The pupils’ text gives a summary of the basis for this grouping of 
words. It is best not to try to teach any generalizations about the 
sounds of g. Every “rule” has many exceptions. If pupils suggest 
“rules” that seem to apply, do not discourage them, but simply say, 
“Let’s see if that rule works all or most of the time.” Then encourage 
the children to watch for words that confirm or deny the rule. In this 
same vein, you may wish to organize a “Gee Whiz” week, in which 
pupils find as many examples of the voices of g as possible. They may 
also look for different sounds of g in the same word, or look for the 
origins of the words in whichg does not seem to conform to rules that 
work for other words. 
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In words where gu or qu occur, make sure that a writing error does 


not become a spelling error. The joining of g org to the next letterina 
word is critical. 


Contrast the words knowledge, dodge, and ledge with voyage, 


refrigerator, imagine, and sausage. The presence of d with g in the 
first group should be noted. 


Most commonly misspelled words repeated: beginning, dining, 
eighth, interesting; appearing for the first time: knowledge.

Have pupils use the words in contexts such as, “The recipe calls for 
100 ml of flour.” Write recipe and flour on the board and have pupils 
check their spelling with yours. Correct any errors and use other 
words from the list in similar fashion. 

The words flowr and sour should be compared to note the sound of 
the vowel pair. They may then be contrasted with sowp. The sounded 
final e in recipe may be contrasted with the silent e in slice and knife. 
The short w sound of theo in oven may be related to such other words 
as other, mother, cover, and love. Be sure to note the x inmzx, as some 
pupils tend to spell the a phonetically, -zcks.

The basis for grouping in this unit is obvious. It may be best to dictate 
the words in a brief pre-test to see where the common errors lie. 
There may be difficulties other than with the endings. For example, 
double is often misspelled because of the short « vowel sound and the 
6 is sometimes doubled.

UNIT 5 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The words in this unit are commonly used by children of this age in 
their oral communication. The words may not be as familiar in their 
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written form. Since the words are related in theme, it will be easy to 
introduce them in context. 

Pupils should note the double letters in woollen, button, pattern, 
and scissors. Notice the changing vowel sounds in cloth, clothed, and 
clothing. Some children may also notice the different sounds repre- 
sented by the th. The endings of articles and towel may be contrasted 
and related to the previous unit. Stress that the base of length islong. 
Have pupils note the change in vowel and then the addition of the th. 

After one or two days of work with the words, test the pupils. On 
the basis of the errors, re-teach the words that cause the most 
difficulty. Exercise 7 suggests a discussion of the origins of words. If 
there appear to be few spelling problems, pupils may wish to extend 
this question to other words in the list.

UNIT 6 (Review) 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


It may be best to dictate all the words in the review list or a large 
sampling of them to all the pupils in the class. The results of this 
pre-test will help you to assess your grouping of children and will also 
identify those who do not need further work on these words. You may 
wish to supplement these words with others which you select from 
the pupils’ personal spelling lists or from other subject areas. Chil- 
dren who score 90% or better on the pre-test should be required to do 
only the exercises “For Good Spellers”. For the rest of the class select 
those exercises in the other two groups which seem most relevant to 
their needs. 
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For re-teaching, you may wish to group the words in the list as they 
were grouped in the earlier units, for example, words ending inal and 
le; or you may wish to group them according to some other aspect of 
sound or structure: vowel pairs, as in league, sausage, saucer, and 
double; the sound represented by the letter ¢ in practice, recipe, 
saucer, circle, scissors, articles, and clothing; word length as in 
knowledge, refrigerator, and settlement; or base words as found in 
knowledge, losing, personal, length, strikes, imagine, settlement, 
articles, and clothing. 

After working with the words for a few days, test the pupils again 
and eliminate those words that require no further study. With a large 
unit like this, pupils work better if they see that they are progressing 
and that the work they are doing has purpose. Words that continue to 
cause difficulty after all the exercises have been done should be 
added to personal spelling lists and tested again in later weeks.

GAME: SPELLING BASEBALL 


This game may be used as an introduction to the review words, as a 
final consolidation, or during the study to revive flagging interest. 

Divide the class into teams of nine players each, or whatever 
number best fits the size of the class. The team at bat will spell the 
words that the other team “pitches”. Each player on the “pitching 
team” takes a turn at selecting a word to be spelled. The game may be 
extended to include words formed from those in the list, any words 
studied so far, or any aspect of the words other than spelling (for 
example, a word with one hard ¢ and one soft c). The player at bat 
advances one base if the word is correctly spelled or the question 
correctly answered. A wrong spelling or answer causes the person to 
be out. After three outs, the teams change positions. 

To add variety, batters may be allowed to call “Home Run” before 
the word is pitched. If the answer is correctly given, the bases are 
cleared. If the answer is incorrect, the teams immediately change 
positions. Also, you may wish to have certain places in the classroom 
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designated as bases and have the children move about as the game 
goes on. If the game is popular, it may be played over several days, 
with standings kept and playoffs arranged. Be sure to have a mixture 
of spelling abilities on each team.

UNIT 7 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The next six units are aimed at teaching dictionary skills. By the time 
children reach this level, they should be fairly skilled at using the 
dictionary. If they are not, you will need to spend more time on such 
basics as word order, use of base words, and multiple meanings. Units 
10 and 11 are aimed at prompting further research into the origins of 
English words, particularly those which English has borrowed from 
other languages. 
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Effective dictionary use is one of the most important independent 
spelling skills. Pupils should receive much practice in dictionary use 
so that they can quickly find what they are looking for and so that 
they know what kinds of information the dictionary gives. Reference 
to the dictionary should be a part of spelling study throughout the 
year. This unit is designed to give an overview of some of the skills 
and concepts related to dictionary use. 

To prepare for the lesson, have several different dictionaries in the 
classroom. Several lessons could perhaps be spent comparing and 
discussing the entries for the same words in a variety of dictionaries. 
One idea that will come out of this discussion is that dictionaries often 
give more than one spelling for a given word. Not all dictionaries give 
the historical origins of words. Make sure that the pupils know which 
ones do, so that they can refer to these later in the year. Be sure to 
notice the various methods of syllabication dictionaries use, and the 
ways accents, diacritical marks, and parts of speech are shown. If 
there is a class set of dictionaries, be sure that pupils know how to use 
their own dictionaries efficiently. 

The first three exercises suggest skills in finding words: order of 
words, guide words, and base words. The next two exercises show 
two kinds of information that dictionaries give: meanings and parts 
of speech. Teach whatever other dictionary skills you think your 
pupils require and are ready to grasp.

UNIT 8 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The words in this unit are related through the use of two uncommon 
letters, g and z. A lead-in to the unit might be a few lessons in 
handwriting during which pupils concentrate on the correct forma- 
tion of these letters. Except in a few proper names borrowed from 
other languages, the letter g is followed by w. The sound is usually 
/kw/ as in question, quiet, and quit, but mosquitoes is an example of 
the /k/ sound. The letter z has a fairly constant sound. Misspellings 
with this letter usually occur when it is placed where it does not 
belong as in surprise. 

The two words quiet and acquainted are among those most com- 
monly misspelled. The usual errors occur in the ie of the former and 
the omission of the c in the latter. Careful pronunciation can help in 
both cases. Stress the visual-aural presentation of these words. 

This unit may also be used as a follow-up to the previous one on 
dictionary skills. Alphabetical order may be reviewed, and the vari- 
ous meanings of some of the words in this list may be studied in the 

context of dictionary use.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS

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your convenience, so that you may select what is relevant to your 
needs. The following words are some that have undergone little 
change in the process of borrowing:

UNIT 11 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit is an extension of the previous one on word-borrowing. 
Children will be able to suggest words for many other kinds of food 
that English has borrowed from other cultures. If a project on differ- 
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ent cultural groups has been started, Units 10 and 11 may be done 
together. 

Cider and pepper are both of Eastern origin. Cider is from Hebrew 
by way of Greek, pepper from Greek and probably the Far East. Beef 
is from Latin by way of the French boeuf. The origins of several of 
the other words are suggested in the exercises. 

The words may also be introduced by a discussion of food and 
eating habits, and thereby related to other work in health classes on 
nutrition and diet. 

The structural points to notice are the four plural words: pickles, 
sandwiches, chops, and napkins, the double letters in pudding and 
pepper, and the shorte invinegar. As these words should present few 
difficulties in spelling, much work can be devoted to other aspects 
such as origins and related words.

UNIT 12 (Review) 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


As with any review unit, check the pupils’ personal spelling lists to 
find other words that are causing difficulty. Add these words to the 
review list or substitute them for others in the list. As pupils work 
through the exercises, remind them to use the steps for learning to 
spell a word. These steps should become automatic. Use the results of 
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the review tests and exercises to reassess your spelling groups. 
Flexibility is the key to successful grouping. 

Dictate the words to the whole class as a pre-test. Children who 
score 90% or more correct may be excused from all or most of the 
work in this unit. Glance through the exercises so that you can direct 
the other pupils to those questions which appear to be most appropri- 
ate to their needs. Review units should be presented with as much 
variety and enthusiasm as possible. It is a time for consolidation and 
should not become a time for mere drill without purpose. 

The following are some of the structural features you may wish to 
note: the 7e vowel combination in review, wieners, and audience; the 
frequency of the letter7z in combination with several other vowels (in 
some words the 7 is silent, in others it is sounded); the letters that 
represent the /s/ and /z/ sounds in several of the words; root words 
and suffixes. In pointing these out, try to use a variety of illustrative 
methods such as coloured chalk, flash cards, and overhead projection. 
For further variety and convenience, you may wish to tape your 
pre-test or later tape group tests so that some groups may work 
independently while you deal with other pupils.

GAME: DICTIONARY SPIN 


Since the purpose of this group of units was practice in dictionary 
skills, this game can provide further activity without being precisely 
tied to the review words. First, prepare the spin board. Cut out a 
large circle of bristol board or other firm material. Divide the circle 
into 26 segments and put a letter of the alphabet in each segment. 
Attach a cardboard or plastic pointer to the centre of the board. The 
pointer should spin freely. Save this board for other drill activities. 
You will also need a pair of dice. The children should have pencil, 
paper, and a dictionary. 

The game can be played by dividing the class into two competing 
_ teams, or students can compete as individuals. First, throw the dice. 
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The total number of dots tells the number of letters that must be in 
the word. For example, if a six and a two come up, the word must be 
eight letters long. Now spin the pointer. The word must begin with 
the letter at which the pointer stops. If it stops at p, the word must 
contain eight letters and begin with p. The children now look up any 
word that fits. The first one to find a word gets one point. 

To vary the game you could restrict the kinds of words to be found. 
For example, you could specify that the words must be names of 
animals, or kinds of food, or articles of clothing. 

There are some problems with this game. For example, you might 
have to find the name of an animal that begins with gq and has two 
letters. In this case, a pupil may call “no entry” before the dictionary 
is used. If all agree, the dice are rolled again and the pointer is 
re-spun. A child may challenge a “no entry” call. If this child can find 
an appropriate word, he or she receives a bonus of five points.

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UNIT 13 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Units 13-18 are aimed at developing pupils’ understanding of the 
structure of words. The groupings of words show compound words, 
prefixes, suffixes, and base words. The skills focussed on in each unit 
are essential spelling skills and are also crucial for vocabulary devel- 
opment. They also follow naturally from the skills emphasized in 
Units 7-12. Try as much as possible to extend the skills to all the 
material that the children are reading and writing. You may wish to 
have an ongoing class project in which new or unusual compound 
words are collected. Or you may wish to collect words with similar 
prefixes or suffixes. Make every attempt to show the children that 
the exercises they are doing are giving them greater spelling and 
general language skills. Do not let the exercises become busy work. 

Some compound words are easy to recognize because they are 
made up of two words that are in common use. Flashlight, volleyball, 
overalls, and typewriter are examples of these. Other compounds are 
harder to recognize because they are made up of words from other 
languages, or are scientific words. Iceberg and bonfire contain 
German and French parts respectively, while photograph is an exam- 
ple of a technical word. Speedometer, made up of speed and meter, has 
had ano added for easier pronunciation. Cupboard is an example of a 
word whose pronunciation has changed but whose spelling has 
remained the same. 

You might point out the graph in photograph, with its meaning 
writing. It is related to gram in telegram and grammar. Other words 
containing graph are autograph, graphite, and geography. Find out 
how many of these words the children know and discuss the aspect of 
writing in each one. Photo, meaning light, is found in photoelectric, 
photostat, and photocopy. Compare the relevant parts of flashlight 
and typewriter to the two parts of photograph. 

The introductory paragraph in the text may be used to introduce 
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the words. In re-teaching, you may wish to stress syllabication and 
silent letters.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit is made up of words which end in tzon or to which tion orion 
may be added to form nouns from verbs. To introduce the words, you 
may group those which already end in ation (association, education, 
decoration, invitation); those which end in tion without a preceding a 
(direction, position, pollution, mention, attention, section, instruc- 
tion); and those to which ation or ion may be added (prepare, object, 
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prevent). Have pupils orally give many other words that end with 
this suffix. Where appropriate, have them notice the root word, 
usually a verb, and the final word which is usually a noun. Examples 
are: addition, subtraction, multiplication, friction, correction, com- 
munication, ammunition, and diction(ary). 

Find the base words to which ation or 7on was added (associate, 
direct, pollute, educate, attend, decorate, instruct, invite). Notice the 
changes that were made in the base words when the suffix was 
added. The words that do not have common bases may be examined 
to find their roots: position-pos7t, mention-ment (from mens, mind), 
section-sect, preventven (from venire, to come). Have children give 
other words with these roots. Some example are: depose, propose, 
impose; mental, demented; sector, intersect; advent, invent, avenue, 
adventure, convention. 

In re-teaching the words, concentrate on those in the list itself, not 
on derived words. The information above is for you and is not 
intended to be used with pupils in its entirety. Remind pupils to use 
the steps for learning to spell a word. Pupils may find it informative 
to look for words with this suffix in their reading material. You might 
have ation week, in which the most interesting new words with this 
suffix are displayed in a prominent place. Try to make the most 
useful words part of the students’ speaking and writing vocabularies.

UNIT 15 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


These words may be grouped around a sports theme for introduction 
to the class. Many of the words are familiar in the children’s spoken 
language, but they may cause some problems in writing. Use the 
discussion to lead into an examination of structural features. The unit 
may be used as a review of general spelling skills. 

There are two compound words in the list, baseball and basketball, 
which may be used to stimulate oral presentation of such other sports 
compounds as scoreboard, goaltender or goalkeeper, timekeeper, 
touchdown, and lineman. The or and er endings in instructor and 
soccer should be carefully noted and similar words compared with 
them. Practice is repeated from Unit 1. The notes for that unit 
suggest some ways to deal with the spelling of this word. Notice the 
double letters in soccer, tennis, and excellent, and the silent letters in 
hockey and league. Carefully note the spelling of guard. Present this 
word visually many times and compare it with gun, guest, guardian, 
guide, guess, and other words beginning with gw. 

Many words, when used in sports, have meanings that are quite 
different from those in normal use. Exercise 6 suggests an area for 
discussion to raise interest in these words. Consider “ball” as in “ball 
four”; other terms that you may discuss are serve in tennis, free kick 
in soccer, score in hockey, deuce in tennis, check, pass, and run.

UNIT 16 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit draws attention to prefixes. The roots to which the prefixes 
have been added in this group may be unfamiliar to most children. 
The emphasis, then, should be on the prefixes themselves and on 
other words with those prefixes. For your own information, the 
prefix ex, which originally meant out of or from, sometimes occurs as 
e as ineditor, emigrate, and emit. The prefix com, originally meaning 
with, also occurs ascon, col, or cor. Generally, com is used before roots 
‘beginning with m orp; col and cor are usually used before roots that 
begin with / or 7, respectively. Review with the class other prefixes 
that they know, for example, in, dis, pro, re, and trans. Use these 
prefixes with the roots of some of the words in this unit to make new 
words such as retain, invention, trespass (trans+ pass), and prohzbit. 
You may wish to note with the class some of the following features. 
Contain and continent have the same root —teneo, I hold. Related 
words are retain, detain, retention, and detention, but not extension, 
from Latin extendere, meaning to stretch out, or intent from Latin 
intendere, meaning to stretch toward. Inexecutive the x includes thes 
of the root:eax/secutus, meaning followed.

UNIT 17 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit draws together the work that has been done in the previous 
units on roots and affixes. The aim of the unit is to show pupils how 
much spelling power can be gained through an understanding of roots 
and affixes. Words such as these can be the foundation for extensive 
vocabulary development. 

The introduction in the text may be extended by having pupils note 
the root and affixes in the words given there: pro/vid/ent, pro/vid/ 
ence, pro/vis/ion, tele/vishon, and di/vishon. As the word offered 
should be familiar to most students, its root fer can be used to build 
other words such as refer, prefer, different, and conference. Because 
roots are not as easily recognized as bases, a knowledge of prefixes 
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and suffixes is helpful in finding them. For example, disappointed 
and disappear both have two prefixes, and immediately has one 
prefix and two suffixes. The root of disappointed is point and related 
words are appointment and punctual. The root of disappear is from 
the Latin pareo, I appear, and related words are appear and 
appearance. lmmediately is from the Latin medius, meaning middle. 
Related words are middle, median, medieval, and mediocre. 

Other words related to those in the list are the following: promote 
— motion, demote, emotion, and remote; opposite — pose, suppose, 
expose, propose, and zmpose. The prefixes in subway, returned, and 
department may be applied to other roots. Regular is from a Latin 
word meaning rule. Subway is from the Latin vehere, meaning to 
carry.

A pre-test may be used to determine the words that need specia! 
attention. Dictate all the words to all the children in the class. Chil- 
dren with few or no mistakes may do only the exercises in “For Good 
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Spellers”. Check the pupils’ personal spelling lists to find words that 
need review and that are not in the list. Since this group of units 
focussed on base words, roots, prefixes, and suffixes, you will want to 
note carefully the pupils’ mastery of these skills as they do the 
exercises. 

For variety, you may wish to introduce the words by noting 
structural features rather than bases, roots, and affixes. The silent e 
at the end of several words may be noted along with the silent 
internal e in immediately, typewriter, and excitement. There is the 
letter c representing the /k/ sound in these words: complete, conti- 
nent, control, practice, object, education, compass, cupboard, section, 
instructor, and the letter x representing the /k/ sound in excellent, 
excitement, and in some dialects example. Some pupils find it helpful 
in remembering spelling to think of small words within the larger 
words. You might have them note tzn (continent), pass (compass), cell 
(excellent), cup and board (cupboard), and part (department). If 
double consonants still cause some problems, a strong visual presen- 
tation of such words as opposite, excellent, compass, offered, and 
immediately should be made using coloured chalk, overhead projec- 
tion, or other visual aids.

SPELLING BINGO 


To keep the pupils’ interest, you may wish to play this game after the 

words have been worked on for a few days. 

1. Have pupils fold a sheet of workbook-size paper four times. This 
will give sixteen segments. 

2. Pupils then write one word from the review list in each segment. 
Words may be written in any order. 

3. The papers may then be collected and redistributed, or each pupil 
may play on his/her own paper. 

4. The leader then calls out words from the list one at a time. If the 
pupil has the word on his/her page, he/she covers it with a 
cardboard disc. 
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5. The first pupil to complete one row down or across wins the game. 

6. The winning pupil then becomes the leader. 

7. After each win, the papers may be collected and redistributed or 
each pupil may again play on his/her own paper. 

This game is best played with small groups, so that there is more 
interaction. You may vary the game by having pupils write the base, 
the root, or a word derived from the given word. In this case, you 
would probably have to be the leader. If, for example, the word 
offered were called, you might say, “Offered, and the ing form of 
offered.” Pupils who had offered in a segment would write in offering 
as well. The rest of the game would be the same. This variation gives 
an opportunity to practise spelling skills as well as correct word 
formation.

UNIT 19 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Units 19-24 have two focusses. Units 19, 21, and 23 are grouped 
around themes that can lead to discussion of various parts of Canada 
and our government. Units 20 and 22 draw attention to two specific 
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examples of tricky sound-letter correspondence, the ow and the gh. 
You may prefer to teach Units 20 and 22 together and then group the 
other three units thematically. The exercises in all of these units are 
designed to review and to consolidate the spelling skills that have 
been taught so far in this text. 


It is best to introduce these words in context since many of them are 
not familiar to children. A local election lends itself to a discussion of 
government, or there may be some community or school event that 
can be used as an introduction. A newspaper item relating to Ottawa, 
some government policy, or an opening or closing of parliament 
would also be a suitable starting point. Or you may lead into the unit 
through a social studies lesson. The important thing is to make sure 
that the pupils understand the meanings of the words, not as mere 
dictionary terms but as they relate to their own lives and experi- 
ences. 

The 7a combination in parliament is unusual and may cause some 
difficulty. There is no good explanation for it, so you will simply have 
to have the pupils note it carefully. Province, civic, and service all 
contain ac influenced by the following e or 7. Choose and chosen 
should be related and discussed as the present and past forms of the 
verb.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Since this unit gathers together a number of different pronunciations 
of the ow vowel combination, it may cause some difficulties. There are 
few generalizations that can be made about the words. They must 
simply be worked with until they become familiar. Perhaps the 
novelty of having them all together will help children to remember 
them. 

The first question in the text may be used as a lead-in to the unit. 
Do the grouping orally, having pupils read the words aloud and fitting

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


These words may be introduced in a context that arises from social 
studies or current events, or you may wish to do Exercise 6 as a class 
project and lead into the work from there. Exercise 5 may also be 
used as an introduction which focusses more on structure than on 
meaning.

Queen Victoria, who reigned from 1837 to 1901, was 
the great-great-grandmother of both Queen Elizabeth and Prince 
Philip. Of these provinces, the name which gives the most difficulty 
is, of course, Saskatchewan. If pupils think of prairie dust or wheat 
chaff, they may remember the “atchew” in the middle of the word.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


As the text suggests, the gh combination is one of the odd feature: 
the English language. It is often a remnant of an earlier pronoun: 
sound such as the richt and nicht of Scottish. While gh is pronounc 

in rough, tough, and cough, there is no rule that makes it so, nor 
there any rule that determines when it will be silent as in 7g/ 
bought, though, and so on. You may wish to relate this unit to Unit 20, 
since the ow vowel pair occurs in many of these words, and to Unit 2 
which dealt with the use of the letter g. 

Group the words according to the uses of gh and the vowel sound. 
One group might include thought, bought, and brought; another group 
might be right, straight, delight; another, neighbour and weigh. 
Rough, tough, and cough would be another group, and through and 
though another. When working with each group, have the pupils 
suggest other words that have the same sounds and are spelled the 
same way.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit may be related to Units 19 and 21 in a general study of 
Canadian place names and areas. Where possible, have the pupils 
supply the context in which the words will be introduced. Write the 
words on the chalkboard or a transparency as they are used orally in 
context. A map of the Atlantic provinces would be a useful aid. 
Alternatively, Exercise 1 in the text may be used as a starting point. 

The endings of prer, lobster, and liner may be compared and con-

same ending. The ze combination in pier and view should be noted 
along with its differing sounds. View may be used as a word on which 
to build other words. In handwriting, have pupils note the method of 
joining the v to the? in words like view. A spelling error often occurs 
because an extra downstroke is written, making the first letter 
appear to be aw. Film is sometimes misspelled because of a pronun- 
ciation which inserts a vowel sound between the / and the m. Stress 
that film has only one syllable. You might compare fi/m to e/m. The 
base word of enjoy may be used to build joyful, enjoyment, and other 
similar words. 

Nova Scotia is Latin for New Scotland. Nova, new, also appears in 
novel, novelty, and renovate. Brunswick is the name of a German 
duchy. New Brunswick separated from Nova Scotia in 1784 and the 
name was picked in honour of King George III who was descended 
from the House of Brunswick. Prince Edward was Duke of Kent and 
father of Queen Victoria at the time Prince Edward Island was 
named in his honour in 1798. Newfoundland is probably derived from 
Cabot’s 1497 account of the “new founde isle” that he had seen.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Dictate all the words to the whole class, adding other words that you 
know need review. The results of this pre-test will enable you to 
concentrate on a core of words anda smaller group of pupils. Children 
who are excused from all but the work “For Good Spellers” should 
receive some help and direction as needed. Be sure to discuss this 
work with them, so that they realize it is useful and is not just 
busy-work to keep them occupied while you teach the rest of the 
class. 

With the children who need the additional review, present the 
words as though they are new. However, you will know which parts 
of the words are causing trouble, so you will be able to draw attention 
to them. Remind the pupils to use the steps for learning to spell a 
word as they work independently. 

There are several ways in which the words might be grouped. Your 
selection will depend on the needs that you diagnose for your class. 
You might use some of the following groupings. 

Prefixes: province, important, repair, record 
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Suffixes: important, necessary, poured, elevator, parliament, 
numerous, visitor 

Double letters: necessary, traffic 

ough words: thought, tough, though 

Similar ending-sounds: region, nation, fountain; neighbour, favour 

Vowel . pairs: choose, prairie, poured, neighbour, parliament, 
numerous, shoulder, fountain, repair, weigh 

You will, no doubt, find other groupings for yourself such as parts of 

speech or number of syllables. The important thing is to focus 

attention on the words and to try to establish some relationship 

among them to help pupils remember them. 

After working with the words for a few days, retest the children 
who are doing the exercises and eliminate the words that seem to be 
mastered. To conclude the work, test all pupils on all the words. Have 
children add to their personal spelling lists any words that are still 
troublesome and note these yourself for future attention.

UNIT 25 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Units 25-30 deal with the basic parts of speech: nouns, adjectives, 
verbs, and adverbs. The exercises may be used as introductions to 
more detailed study in grammar lessons, or they may serve as applica- 
tions of concepts that you have previously taught. If parts of speech 
is not a topic that is in your language program, use the ideas for 
structural analysis that are given in each unit. The groupings are 
made to facilitate integration with grammar. They do not presume to 
teach thoroughly the grammatical concepts. 
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Unit 25 introduces words that may be used either as nouns or as 
verbs. This approach places emphasis on the fact that the context in 
which a word is used often determines its function. A given word is a 
noun in one context and a verb in another, depending on its use, not on 
any predetermined definition. The introduction in the text may be 
used to show one way of deciding what part of speech a word is in a 
given context. 

Most of the words should cause little difficulty in spelling. Whistle, 
however, contains two areas that need attention. The wh beginning 
must be carefully pronounced and should also be stressed visually on 
the chalkboard or overhead projector. Have the class give other 
words that begin the same way, such aswhere, when, why, wheel, and 
whip which is in the list. The ending, zst/e, must also be firmly 
visualized and related to such words as thistle, bristle, hustle, and 
rustle. The silent t in patch and the silent / in knot should be noted 
along with the ear in search. If the class needs work on syllabication, 
you might have them notice that all the words except two have only 
one syllable. 

Use the words orally as much as possible so that pupils understand 
the different functions the words may have, and hence the different 
contexts in which the words may be used.

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UNIT 26 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


All the words in this unit are adjectives, so the grouping is according 
to function rather than structure. Children may notice that many 
adjectives come between an article and its noun. This is a good 
characteristic to note. Adjectives may also be identified as words to 
which er or est may be added to form the comparative and superla- 
tive; or more and most may also be used for this purpose. Thus each 
word in the list can be built into other words either by adding the 
inflectional suffixes er and est, or by using them as parts of compound 
words or as bases for other words. 

The words may also be grouped according to structure. The final e 
affecting the internal vowel in polite, tame, and pure may be noted. 
Swift and damp are one-syllable words that end in consonant blends. 
Have children write swift carefully. If the w is not joined to the 7 
properly, it may appear that an extra letter has been inserted and 
thus a handwriting error will become a spelling error. Children 
should be able to tell you that the base word of terrible and terrific is 
terror. You might discuss the changing meaning of terrific. The word 
can now mean something very good, although its base word is some- 
thing bad. You might compare this change with that which happened 
with awe and awful, working in the opposite direction. Careful pro- 
nunciation of modern is important, so that an extra vowel is not 
inserted between the r and n. Use this word to review the same 
feature with film.

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UNIT 27 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit may be related in theme to Unit 25. Although Unit 25 was 
based on parts of speech, many of the words were related to farming 
or ranching. The words in this unit are grouped thematically, but you 
may wish to review nouns, verbs, and adjectives as the children work 
through the exercises. Some of the words may occur as either nouns 
or verbs: saddle, switch, surprise, cement. Some are nearly always 
nouns: eagle, hawk. Some are nearly always adjectives: faithful, 
jealous, pleasant, loose. Some may be either nouns or adjectives: 
rodeo, cement. 

Stress a visual presentation of these words. Many of them contain 
vowel pairs that must be seen in order to be remembered: fazthful, 
eagle, rodeo, jealous, beauty, pleasant. The words eagle and saddle 
may be compared and related to the words in Unit 4. The words in 
which the letters makes a /z/ sound, surprise and pleasant, should be 
studied together, along with the word in which the letter c makes an 
/s/ sound, cement. Stress that the base word of pleasant is please, 
that the e is dropped and the suffix is ant. Have pupils suggest other 
words that end in ant so that the ending becomes firmly fixed in their 
minds. Four ways of showing the long e sound are given in these 
words and should be noted: eagle, rodeo, between, beauty. Careful 
pronunciation of jealous, surprise, toward, and loose may help in 
spelling them. Children may find two pronunciations and two spell- 
ings of toward (towards). Use whichever spelling and pronunciation 
seems best for your class.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The feature that distinguishes verbs from every other part of speech 
is that verbs change form to show changes in time. For example, in 
the two sentences, J see the clock andI saw the clock, the word that 
shows that one happens in the present and the other happened in the 
past is the verb. Verbs may be characterized as words that show time. 
Verbs are also words to which 7ng may be added. The final point to 
note is that the base form of a verb which is used in some present 
tenses, with will and with to, changes to the base plus s when used 
with he, she, or7t in the present tense. There is no need to point out all 
these features to the class, but you may find it useful to have these in 
mind as you discuss the words and the children’s answers to the 
exercises. Exercise 1 may be used as an introduction. Provide oral 
contexts for the verbs and discuss the feature of time in each context. 

Structural features to note include double letters in allowed, spill, 
agree, and greet. Allowed should be compared with its homonym 
aloud, which is an adverb. The base words of studied and satisfied 
and the fact that the y was changed to7 before a suffix was added 
should be noted. This is not the case when 7ng is added to these base 
words. Careful pronunciation of instruct so that the last letter is 
clear should prevent spelling errors with this word. Agree and greet 
differ in only one letter, but are not related in origin. Satisfied has an 
interesting history. It was once a compound word, made up of the 
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Latin satis, enough, and fy, derived from Latin facere, meaning do or 
make. These two parts are easier to identify in sat/sfaction or satis- 


factory. From satis we also have satiate and insatiable, while facere 


gives us fact, factory, defect, effective, confectionery, beautify, certify, 
and many other words.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Adverbs are among the easiest parts of speech to identify because 
many of them end in /y. However, most of those that do are adverbs 
of manner, telling how. Adverbs also tell where, when, and when used 
in phrases, why. Children should learn both what adverbs look like 
and how they function in sentences. These words may be introduced 
by relating them to verbs which have been studied in other units, or 
by relating them to adjectives from which many of the adverbs have 
been formed. The words in column one all show the familiar /y ending. 
When the base word of each is found, children will see that the base 
words are all adjectives. The words in column two are adjectives. 
After discussing column one, children should be ready to make these 
adjectives into adverbs by adding ly. So far, all the adverbs tell how. 
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The words in column three tell where and are also adverbs. You may 
review words that tell when such as yesterday and today. As with the 
other parts of speech, have children give many sentences orally, so 
that they become familiar with a variety of contexts for each word. 
They should also note that adverbs, unlike nouns, verbs, and adjec- 
tives, may be used in various parts of a sentence with little change in 
meaning. 

As the base words of column one are being discussed, have children 
note that a final e is retained when the /y is added. Three words in 
column two have been presented in other units and should cause little 
difficulty. The words in column three present some problems. The 
meanings of farther and further should be checked in several 
dictionaries, as suggested in Exercise 6. You should discuss the 
various meanings given and try to decide which context is appropri- 
ate for each. Backwards and forward are opposites. When studying 
them, remind the class of the two spellings and pronunciations of 
toward (towards ).Backwards and forward may occur with or without 
the s. As adverbs they may occur either way. As adjectives they are 
spelled without the s.

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UNIT 30 (Review) 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


By the time this review unit has been completed, pupils will have 
completed 75% of the text. This is a good time to reassess your 
grouping of children. Observe not only how well the pupils spell the 
words on tests, but also how well they do the exercises. Some children 
may have progressed well and should be in a group which does more 
challenging work. Others may be finding the work “For Good Spell- 
ers’ difficult and should be allowed to complete less formidable tasks. 
In presenting the words to the class, use the steps for learning to spell 
a word. This will remind the class of the value of having an indepen- 
dent method of learning to spell words. As usual, you will probably 
want to pre-test the class on all of the words and to select the 
exercises that are most appropriate for the needs that the pre-test 
identifies. : 

The words have been grouped by parts of speech in previous units. 
You may wish to follow the same grouping for the review. If so, you 
will have to allow for the fact that many of the words occur as more 
than one part of speech, depending on context. Other methods of 
grouping might be the following: 

Words with double letters: between, allowed, terrible, saddle, excel- 
lent, immediately, agree. 

Similar endings: whistle, nowhere, terrible, saddle, force, measure; 
certainly, extremely, kindly, immediately; famous, jealous. 
Words not in base form: studying, famous, certainly, allowed, cho- 
sen, satisfied, extremely, excellent, kindly, immediately. 

Words which require a visual-aural presentation: beauty, studying, 
famous, instruct, whistle, modern, allowed, nowhere, immediately, 
cheap, jealous, measure. 

The purpose of grouping the words in ways such as these is to 
enable yourself to present the words in small groups for direct 
teaching and easier diagnosis of problems. You may find it useful to 
present a few words, work on them, and test them.

In this way 
you can eliminate words that require no further study.

UNIT 31 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Units 31 to 36 return to the very basic spelling skill of sound-to-letter 
correspondence. Most of the words should cause little difficulty 
except for the various ways of representing the given sounds. These 
units may be considered as review or as reinforcement, during which 
the skills should be mastered. While the emphasis is on letters and 
sounds, there are also several questions that deal with parts of 
speech, word-building, and the other general spelling skills that have 
been treated up to this point. 


The introduction in the text may be used as a starting point for these 
words. Have the pupils give you several other words illustrating the 
two sounds in question. It might be useful to have one or two 
dictionaries at hand so that pupils who are very efficient may check 
pronunciations as they are given. If this is done, try to have an. 
American dictionary and a British one, as well as a dictionary of 
Canadian English. Differences in pronunciation may arise in words

such as hoof, which is sometimes pronounced with the vowel sound in 

food and sometimes with that in good. Also, new may be pronounced 
to rhyme with few or with do. Do not spend too much time on these 
differences. The important thing is that pupils concentrate on the 
sound and spelling of the words in the list. 

Exercise 1 may be done orally with the class as part of the introduc- 
tion, or you may have the class or a group write it out and you would 
then check it thoroughly. This may reveal problems that some of the 
children are having with the words. Thus, you will group union, 
manual, huge, and fuel together, and truth, whose, who's, proof, lose, 
broom, smooth, prove, and moose together. The latter group has 
three different letters or pairs of letters making the 00 sound. You 
will want to compare whose and who’s. Stress that who’s is a contrac- 
tion and establish its relationship to he’s, she’s, 7t’s, and so on. Whose 
should be related to his, hers, ours, and so on. Whose might also be 
taught with lose and contrasted with moose and loose. Proof, broom, 
and smooth may be related to the latter two words as well. Be sure 
children pronounce fuel with two syllables. Although there is a vowel 
pair, each vowel is pronounced, as in poet. In summary, there are 
several potential trouble spots with these seemingly simple words. A 
strong visual-aural presentation of them must be made to establish 
accurate sound-to-letter correspondences.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


The story given in diary form in the text may be used as an introduc- 
tion to the word list. It will provide a change from the concentration 
on structure of words. You may want to embellish the story with a 
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few more details, or have children suggest other problems that the 
person may have had. If you can work some previously studied words 
into the discussion, so much the better. Exercise 2 indicates the 
structural feature that is emphasized in this unit, the various sounds 
ofe and the letters that represent these sounds. If you wish to review 
parts of speech, the story context can be used for this purpose.

UNIT 33 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


This unit continues the emphasis in this group of units on sound-to- 
letter correspondences. All the words contain the long e sound. A 
variety of ways of representing the sound in letters is demonstrated. 
You may want to extend the approach used in this unit to other 
letters and sounds. The words themselves should present few diffi- 
culties apart from the point of emphasis itself. Try to elicit as many 
related words as you can from the pupils in oral discussion. You might 
also have the pupils watch in their reading material for other ways of 
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representing the long e sound. This unit also provides a follow-up 
from the previous one which contained several long and short e 
words. 

The obvious grouping of the words for introduction is by the 
letters that make the long e sound. The common combination of ee is 
contained in cheek, screen, freedom, sweep, keen, and steering. The 
silent final e and the preceding long e is found in complete. The ea 
vowel pair is in cheat and treat. The final y spelling long e is in 
machinery and study. Much less common are the spellings for long e 
in key, with a silent y; machine, with? spelling the sound; and taxi 
with a final 7. The latter is short for taxicab, which in turn was short 
for taximeter cab. In the two longer forms, the? was short, and, for a 
time, it was short in the clipped form, taz7; in fact, the final y in sucha 
word as study was also pronounced witha short? sound in many parts 
of Canada up until about twenty years ago. It is still so pronounced in 
some areas, but that usage is slowly disappearing. It is still common in 
England. The word tax? has also come to mean the ground movement 
of an airplane before take-off and after landing. The tax?meter cab 
form shows the relationsnip of taxz to the word tax, meaning pay- 
ment. Taxi is not, however, related to taxidermy, which is formed 
from a different Greek root that means to arrange.

As these words are related in use rather than in structure, they may 
be introduced through a discussion of the children’s experiences in 
visiting doctors or dentists. With the words in the list in mind, you 
might ask the children what impressed them about the office, what 
instruments were used, why they visited the doctor, and what kinds 
of knowledge a doctor must have. 

There are some structural similarities as well: the silent consonant 
at the beginning of knowledge, knees, and wrist; the silent c in 
scissors; and the silent 6 in limb and thumb. Hospital is related to 
words in Unit 4. Jaw and drawer have the w following a vowel and 
being changed drastically in pronunciation as a result. While drawer 
looks like a two-syllable word, it is usually pronounced as a one- 
syllable word. Children might be reminded of law and lawyer in 
which the w takes on some of the following y sound. They might be 
interested to know that saw is related to sawyer in the same way, but 
the latter word seldom appears now except in the name Sawyer.

Use the advertisement in the text as an introduction to the words. 
Exercise 1 provides a starting point for discussion that can be 
followed up by Exercise 2. Since many of the words deal with real 
estate, and because real estate ads are so common, children may find 
other words in actual advertisements that can be added to the word 
list. 

There are other features of the words that may be noted. There are 
double letters in offered, attic, rotten and borrow. Shelter and timber 
have similar endings. Loan has an unusual vowel combination show- 
ing the longo sound. You may use edge to review knowledge from the 
previous unit, stressing the presence of the d. Receipt with the e7 
followed by a silent p is unusual and needs to be clearly visualized. It 
may help to tell the class that the root of rece7pt is the same as that for 
receive. A receipt is a statement that indicates something has been 
received. Property may be related in its base form to proper name, 
that is, the name belonging to a particular person. The or in worth 
must be emphasized, perhaps by comparing it to worse. 

Some interesting stories are contained in these words. Fortune is 
from fors, fortis, meaning chance. Children usually think of it as a 
great deal of money, but it came to have that meaning because of its 
older meaning of good luck, which brought wealth. The meaning of 
timber has undergone a number of changes. It is related to the 
German zimmer, meaning room, which in turn goes back to the Latin 
domus, meaning house. Attic is a word whose prestige has declined 
drastically. An attic is often omitted from modern homes, and chil- 
dren’s idea of an attic is probably that of a dusty, unused area filled 
with odds and ends; but it comes from a word that means “having 
Athenian characteristics”. That is, it is related to Athenian architec- 
ture, which was noted for its grace and refinement. In 18th-century 
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England, the style was used in houses, and the low part under the roof 
was decorated with pillars of the Athenian or Attic style. The word 
gradually came to refer to the room itself, and, as housing styles 
changed, the meaning of the word was also altered.

Before starting on the review work, glance through the word list and 
delete any words that you are sure need no extra practice in your 
class. Replace them with words from the pupils’ personal spelling 
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lists or with words from other subject areas that need study. Pre-test 
the list by dictating the total list you have decided upon to the whole 
class. Children who do very well on the pre-test may go on to the work 
“For Good Spellers”. Discuss this work with the group so that they 
realize that it is important and that they are extending their vocabu- 
laries and spelling skills. The remaining words may be grouped and 
presented a few at a time to those children who require the review. 
Test frequently, each time eliminating the words which appear to be 
mastered.

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UNIT 37 
SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Units 37-40 may all be regarded as a chance for review, diagnosis of 
difficulties, and remediation. The questions in the units deal with 
most of the spelling skills treated so far in this text. Closely observe 
children’s study habits as they work through the exercises, so that 
you can determine where the strengths and weaknesses lie. Espe- 
cially notice how pupils learn to spell new words. By this stage, they 
should have a definite approach that they apply. The steps in learning 
to spell a word that are given at the front of this book are a reliable 
guide to use. Also look over the pupils’ personal spelling lists to see 
which words have been causing difficulty. Add these words to the 
lists in these last units to ensure mastery of them. 


The words in Unit 37 are all related to gardening and should require 
little work on meaning. They may be introduced through a discussion 
of the illustrations in the text, perhaps using Exercise 3 as a starting 
point. | 

The introductory paragraph deals with orchard, a word which may 
be unfamiliar to some children. The relationship of orchard to yard 
and garden should help pupils to remember the ard ending. Mower 
has the ow representing the longo sound. Children should be careful 
to pronounce mower with two syllables, so that the w or the e is not 
overlooked. This problem is especially common when the word is 
used as a compound with lawn in lawn mower. Shower could be 
compared with mower to emphasize the different sounds shown by 
the ow combination. Chopped and control provide an opportunity to 
review the doubling of the final consonant before adding the suffix. 
Have children give the base word chop and derived words such as 
chopper and chopping. Then have them give words formed from 
control such as controller and controlled. Hose, spade, and spruce are 


examples of words in which a final silent e is preceded by a long . 


vowel. Chopped, ladder, irrigation, and the words formed from con- 
trol all have double consonants. The le ending in sprinkle should be 
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noted. Many other words in this text can now be related to it. Prevent 
is one of the most commonly misspelled words. Stress that it is made 
up of the prefix pre and the root vent, from the Latin venire, meaning 
to come.

SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHERS 


Ten of the fourteen words in this unit are used in context in the 
various log entries in the text. Exercises 1 and 2 may be used to 
introduce the entire list. Because the words are related in meaning 
and theme rather than in structure, a variety of other contexts may 
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be suggested orally by the children as the words’are discussed. 

There are certain structural features that may be noted. Seven of 
the words end in silent e, but only two, smoke and code, have a single 
clear vowel preceding. In scarce and glare, the vowel sound is 
affected by the following 7; in squeeze, a double vowel is used; in 
message and baggage, the preceding vowel has become a schwa in 
most dialects. Cord may be compared to its homonym chord and the 
different meanings may be emphasized. Terror contains a double 
consonant and is the base word for terrible and terrific, which were 
presented in Unit 26. Radar is a new word in the language and was 
originally an acronym for radio detecting and ranging. Certainly is 
one of the most commonly misspelled words and is repeated from 
Unit 29, where suggestions for dealing with its spelling were given. 
Message and baggage may be treated together because they each 
have a double consonant followed by age.

Since this 
is the final unit, you will also want to note the pupils’ skills in 
word-building, finding base words and related words, and other basic 
spelling skills. Check also that pupils are using the steps for learning 
to spell a word. As much as possible, pupils should be learning to spell 
new words independently. Only in this way can spelling skills be used 
for effective vocabulary development. For your information, Exer- 
cises 1 and 2 deal with word-building, Exercise 3 with inflections, 
Exercise 4 with structure, and Exercises 5 and 6 with meaning. 
The double letters in immediately, necessary, pattern, knees, 
choose, and surround provide a basis for grouping them for introduc- 
tion. Another natural group could be made up of those words to which 
endings have been added: certainly, acquainted, immediately, intro- 
duced, knees, sandwiches, and losing. Words with tricky vowel com-

binations are certainly, acquainted, immediately, though, d ectionary, 
beauty, measure, neighbour, league, prairie, and surround. A group 
with consonant combinations to note is acquainted, though, neces- 
sary, and neighbour.
